THE APPEASEMENT psychol­ 
ogy has been stimulatoi by the 
argument of expediency. It has 
been insist« ! that, after America 
entered two world wars arx! when 
this country 
estaHi.riied 
bases 
overseas afterwards, it gave up 
the Monroe Dwtrine, This illu­ 
sory argument is not borne out 
by the facts of history. 
President Wilson, for instance, 
persuaded mir allies of World 
War 1 to incliKie m the Versailles 
Peace Trt^aty and in the League 
(k Nations covenant itself a pro­ 
vision which .s-pecifically re« ^- 
nized the Monroe Doctrine as 
continuing. So do« the United Na­ 
tions Charter validate “regional 
arrangements.” 
Prtisident Truman, in a speech 
on Navy Day, Oct. 27, 1945—just 
after World War H had ended— 
restated American foreign policy 
in a senes of points. Am<mg 
these were the following; 
“We bt'lieve that all peoples 
who are prepared for self-gov­ 
ernment .riiould be permitted to 
choose their own form of govern­ 
ment by their own freely ex­ 
pressed choice, without interfer­ 
ence from any foreign source. 
That is tnie in Europe, in Asia, 
in Africa, as well as in the West­ 
ern Hemi.sphere. . . . 
“We belteve that the sovereign 
states of the Western Hemisphere, 
without interference from outride 
the Western Hemisphere, must 
work together as good neighbors 
in the solution of their common 
problems.” 
This warning against “interfer­ 
ence from outside the Western 
Hemisphere” is the essence of the 
Monroe Doctrine, 
For more than 135 years, the 
United States has pl^ e d that 
it would consider any attempt on 
the part of European powers “to 
extend their system to any por­ 
tion of this hemisphere as dan­ 
gerous to our peace and safety." 


THE DECIAR.ATION adds. 
“We could mk view any inter- 
positKW for the purpoee of op- 
prtLssing them (Latin Amencan 
countries), or ctmtrolHng in any 
other manner their destiny, by 
any European power m any other 
light than as the manif« rtation of 
an unfriendly disposition toward 
the United States.” 
The latest congressional reao- 
lution, however, while tak ii^ note 
of the fact that the Communist 
system already has been extend­ 
ed to Cuba, doeim’t denounce .the 
Soviets. 
The Umted States is evidentiy 
pledged only to prevent extension 
of Communi.st operations to other 
Latm - Amencan countries. 
This is an important concession 
to the Moscow government, which 
now can tak e over Cuba com­ 
pletely as a military base wito- 
out risk ing any military retalia­ 
tion from this country. In that 
sense, the mam part (k the Mon­ 
roe Doctnne has been bniriied 
a.side. 
Moscow will regard all this as

The Kennedy administration is doing a 
first-rate job of fooling the American people 
about the gravity of Cuba. 
Politicians of both parties are doing their 
best to put a gloss on a situation so raw 
it makes them want to close their eyes.

The channel ha rn ct was leveled July 25, 
1909, when Louis Bleriot flew a crude air 
plane across the English Channel and erased 
it as a geographic obstacle. In World War I 
and World War II Britain was as accessible 
to airplanes as any other part of Europe. 
It was the staging area for the great inva­ 
sion that decided the outcome of World War 
II It was European as truly as if the Eng­ 
lish Channel had dried tip.

NIXON’S FRIENDS who are 
working for him love him not 
only for the drive and dedication 
which carried him so far rn politi­ 
cal life. birt for the enemies he

The crowds who hear him are 
large and enthusiastic because he 
is a native Californian who at­ 
tained high status rn the nation 
and the world. In short, he is a 
most interesting candidate and is 
so appraised even by his enemies 
There are certain facts about 
Nixon’s methods which need to be 
stated frankly. I am fairly well 
acquainted with almost all of the 
people who worked with hun ai 
the campaign in 1960 and also 
with those who are working with 
him here this year. 
I have discussed their problems 
with them many times. They have 
talked about 
their 
relationship 
with him. their problems in serv­ 
ing with him, and their estimate 
of hun as a man and a public 
figure Their consensus is a point 
made bv Earl Maxo, Nixon’s biog­ 
rapher. who spent two years rn 
rather close contact with Nixon 
when he was vice president.

Cuba, be immediately challenged. 
It says instead that the United 
States will by military force pre­ 
vent "the Marxist • Leninist re­ 
gime In Cuba from extending by 
force or the threat of force its 
aggressive or subversive activ­ 
ities to any part (rf this hemis­ 
phere.” 
It may seem logical to '-all all 
persons ‘‘extremists” who believe 
in resoluteness when dealing with 
the Communists, but. unfortunate­ 
ly. history shows that appeasers 
and pacifists are too often the 
very people who bring on w’ar 
with all its horrible consequences. 


ANTHONY’ EDEN witnessed- 
as a protesting bystander — the 
Munich crisis of 1938. when ap­ 
peasement led to World War II.

“The consequences for the free 
nation* of sponsoring a solution.

THE APPEASEMENT psychol- 
ogv has been stimulated by the 
argument of expediency. It ha* 
been insisted that, after America 
entered two world war* and when 
this 
country 
established 
bases 
overseas afterwards, it gave up 
the Monroe Doctrine. TTus illu­ 
sory argument is not borne out 
by the facts of history. 
President Wilson, for instance, 
persuaded our allies of World 
War I to include in the Versailles 
Peace Treaty and in the League 
of Nations covenant itself a pro­ 
vision which specifically recog­ 
nized the Monroe Doctrine as 
continuing. So does the United Na­ 
tions Charter validate “regional 
arrangements." 
President Truman, in a speech 
on Navy Day, Oct. 27, 1945—just 
after World War ll had ended— 
restated American foreign policy 
in a series of points. 
Among 
these were the following; 
“We believe that all peoples 
who are prepared for self-gov­ 
ernment should he permitted to 
choose their own form of govern­ 
ment by their own freely ex­ 
pressed choice, without interfer­ 
ence from any foreign source. 
That is true rn Europe, in Asia, 
in Africa, as well as in the West­ 
ern Hemisphere . . . 
“We believe that the sovereign 
states of the Western Hemisphere, 
without interference from outside 
the Western Hemisphere, must 
work together as good neighbor* 
in the solution (rf their common 
problems.” 
This warning against “interfer­ 
ence from outside the Western 
Hemisphere” is the essence of the 
Monroe Doctrine. 
For more than 135 years, the 
United States has pledged that 
it would consider any attempt on 
the part of European powers “to 
extend their system to any por­ 
tion of this hemisphere a* dan­ 
gerous to our peace and safety.” 


THE DECLARATION add* 
“We could not view any inter­ 
position for the purpose of op­ 
pressing them (Latin American 
countries), or controlling in any 
other manner their destiny, bv 
any European power in any other 
light than as the manifestation of 
an unfriendly disposition toward 
the United States.” 
The latest congressional reso­ 
lution. however, while taking note 
of the fact that the Communist 
system already has been extend­ 
ed to Cuba, doesn't denounce .the 
Soviets. 
The United States i* evident Iv 
pledged only to prevent extension 
of Communist operations to other 
I .atm - American countries. 
This is an important concession 
to the Moscow government, which 
now can take over Cuba com­ 
pletely as a military base with­ 
out risking any military retaha- 
tion from this country. In that 
sense, the main part of the Mon­ 
roe Doctrine has been brushed 
aside. 
Moscow will regard all this a* 
a retreat and. as happened with 
Hitler, successive retreats ty the 
West could embolden the aggres­ 
sor and bring on the war that the 
American people do not want but 
again may have to face — as 
England did when concession aft­ 
er concession was made to the 
Nazi dictatorship, and the enemy 
misconstrued temporary lrreeo- 
luteness as an unwillingness to 
fight at all.

ANSWER: The mysterious- ‘‘bug’’ which one of the young fossil 
hunters in our picture is holding up to show his friend is a print 
of a trilobite in a fragment of rock. But it wasn’t really an in­ 
sect It s true that scientists say the trilobites belonged to the 
large body of small animals with jointed legs called ‘‘arthro­ 
pods.” which include insects, crustaceans such as lobsters and 
crabs, and arachnids such as spiders. But the trilobites belonged 
to a class all by themselves a class now extinct. We only know 
about them from the prints they left rn rocks of long ago. Sci­ 
entists say these prints come from marine animals which lived 
between 500 million and 200 million years ago and that these 
were the most highly developed animals of their time, the kings 
of the ancient sea. Before them, there were only worms and lowly 
animal life like sponges u.d coral. Fish and other vertebrate 
animals came later. So, even if he looks like a bug to us today, 
trilobite was. according to the scientists the Mr. Big of 5 hundred 
million years ago!
